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WE said some days ago, in commenting upon
the probable proceedings of the present Ses.
sion ‘of Congress, that the San Domingo
question wonld probably become an exciting
topie, and that it remained tobe seen whether
the Republican party would nol split upon
this famonus West Indian rock, The debate
in the Senate yesterday shows that there was
good ground for this apprehension. Grant
and bhis staff of personal adherents have
metaphorically drawn their swords npon Sum.
ner and his special adherents, and the Massa-
chusetts Senator displays an intense anxiety
to slrike as many hard blows as he can at the
administzation. We have had nothing like
this passage of arms since the days when
onglan and Duchanan joined issue on the
l.ecomplon question, but in that memorable
conlest we opine that the Senatorial oham-
pion was a much more vigorous combatant,
and armed with a far better canse than the
Benatorial gladiator in the present tonrnay,
while CGrant is in many respeots a much
stronger President than Buohanan,

The praotioal effeot of the quarrel will pro-
bably be to make Bumner the central figure
or leeder of the Republican or semi-Repub.
lican opposition to Grant, which has grado.
ally been developed, by varions incidents
and from varions causes, in the Senate and in
the country. Men who do not care a button
for the San Domingo business, but who have
privale grievances of various deseriptions to
nvenge, will seek the Snmner camp, and nnite
with his horde of motley forcea. But dissen-
sions of this kind sre nearly inevitable, and
it is perhaps a piece of good fortnne for the

administration that Sunmner i3 to
become the leadar of its  ene-
mies, With all his reputation

this doughity Mnssachunselts orator is esscn-
tially a weak, vain, visionary, and impracti-
cable man. After trying to make fine speaches
or lwenty years, he has never yet uttered a
sentence which is treasured and familiarly
nquoted by the American people. Ian the
Senate, he habitually spurns party obliga-
tions whenever his own bad judgment hap-

pens to differ from that of the majority of |

his associates. As Chairman of the Com-
mittee on TIoreign Relations hia wanl of
common tense has been a constant source of
trouble and annoyance. 1lis speech on the
Alabama claims was probably the most
ridiculons mess of nousense that was ever
uttered by any man holding a high
official position.  Considering that he
lavished long columns of extravagant eulogy
upon the acquisition of useless Alaska, his
present hostility to the acquisition of San
Domingo-—whose territory may prove of im-
mense sorvice to the United Statea, on
rocount of its geographiecal position, its valus

a8 a naval station, and the ocapmeity
of its so0il to produce unlimited uan.
tities of coffee and sogar—is lodi-
crously inconsistent; and it proves what

the eouniryshould have known long ago, that
Sumner is totally unrelinble and untrast-
worthy either as a partisan loader or as a
statesman. The main pretext of his opposition
Lo the 'residential policy, viz., that injustice
may be done in some nnexplained way to the
warring faotions of Hayli,is in itself supremely
absurd, and his whole speech of yesterday
proved conolusively that he is inflaenced by
narrow prejudice or passion, rather than by
reason or patriotism. Whatever may be the
shortoomings, faults, or demerits of the Pre-
sident, he oertainly does nol deserve the
abuse that bas besn lavishod upon him for
his San Dowingo experiwment; and if we are
to buy an inch of new soil from any foreizn
rquarter, this speonlation promises to be more

profilable than any of those which Samner
has favored,
